So says Ms. Patricia 
Thomas, Director of the 
Grayling office of the Michigan 
Department of Social Services. 
“Age, activity, general health, 
environment, type of work, 
man, woman, child—are a few 
factors involved.” Social Ser- 
vices has the job of administer- 
ing the United States Depar- 
tment of Agriculture Food 
Stamp Program in this area. 
The Department has many 
pamphlets, brochures, etc., 
which can serve as general food 
and nutrition guides. ‘I hope 
everyone understands that the 
material we have can only ad- 
vise, and that is all.

nutritional material, and a 
great supply of information is at 
the Extension Service Office in 
the basement of the Court 
House. 

“Basically, good daily 
nutritional baiance would con- 
sist of protein, fruit, vegetable, 
and carbohydrates. However, 
some people might require a 
great deal more or less of any 
given time,” she stated. 

When it comes to the proper 
use of Food Stamps, just about 
all the Department of Social 
Services can do is hope that 
common sense and wise buying 
habits will be applied. “Sad to 
say, we do get reports of those 
using food stamps who continue 
to suffer from malnutrition. In 
some cases it is a medical prob- 
lem; in others it is just a lack of 
knowledge about proper eating 
habits and food purchasing. 

Available facts tend to in- 
dicate that a startling number 
of American families actually 
suffer from malnutrition of one 
kind or another. A sad commen- 
tary in this Land of Plenty. 

“However, what is known is 
that even some who use Food 
Stamps do not seem to break 
the old poor nutritional habits,” 


says Ms. Thomas. “When we 
continue to get reports about 
unwise use of the USDA Stam- 
ps, we start an investigation 
and, where warranted, make 
referral to the proper State 
agencies,” 

Ms. Thomas listed just a few 
of the common misconceptions 
people seem to have concerning 
nutrition, 

First, that overweight people 
are well-nourished. Just the op- 
posite is often the case. 

Second, salt and sugar should

To carry out the terms of the 
agreement, legislative, 
judicial, and administrative ac- 
tion must be carried out.

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Gas Tax 
Revenues 
Fail Sharply 


State revenue for work on 
Michigan’s highways, county 
roads and municipal streets 
dropped sharply in the third 
quarter of the year compared to 
last, dipping 11% according to a 
recent release from the 
Michigan Department of Tvans- 
portation (MDOT). The decline 
was the sharpest in a single 
quarter since the outbreak of 
World War II. 

Contributing to the downturn 
were steeper fuel prices and 
reduced driving, coupled with 
the trend toward lighter, more 
fuel-efficient automobiles. 
MDOT Director John P. Wood- 
ford said “the unavoidable 
result will be another reduction 
in the level of — service. 
Municipal and — small-bus 
systems throughout the state 
will suffer the same result, as 
will other transportation pro- 
grams.”

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People in Michigan’s Upper Peninsula 
better get on the ball, or they might have 
to become the 58rd state instead of the 
dist. 

Reference is to the recurring campaign 
in Michigan’s northland to split off from 
the lower portion of the state and become 
the independent State of Superior, or 
some such name. 

So much of Michigan’s commerce and 
government is controlled below the 
Straits of Mackinac, that often the hardy 
folks in the Upper Peninsula think they’d 
be better off with their own state. 

Although the usual plan is for 
Michigan's Upper Peninsula to be divided 
from Michigan’s Lower Peninsula, some- 
times the suggestion is made that. the 
northern part of the Lower Penin- 
sula—roughly from Grayling  north- 
ward—should be part of the new state of 
Superior, thus freeing itself from the yoke 
of Detroit-Lansing domination. 

Lately not much has surfaced about 
this exercise—possibly because the state 
legislators from the Upper Peninsula 
have been in Lansing so long they control 
several of the key committees. 

Usually The Almanack has applauded 
such enterprise, and encouraged 
separation. I think a separate state of 
Superior would be a fine idea. The more 
the merrier, 

But the U.P. is falling behind. In the 
November 4 election, two other disen- 
chanted areas took steps of one sort or 
another to achieve statehood. 

The District of Columbia, long has 
sought statehood in place of its unique 
status as a federal city. The primary ad- 
vantage, as I understand it, is that the 
people of the District of Columbia then 
would have two United States Senators 
and at least one Congressman, instead of 
the present single delegate to Congress. I 
guess I don’t have any quarrel with the 
State of Columbia either. 

Another movement that’s not so well

ever, is the campaign for separation of 
New Jersey into two states—North Jer- 
sey and South Jergey.

Jersey. 

Two other counties in the southern part 
of New Jersey also would join the new 
state, although they refused to vote on it 
November 4. The new state would have 
about 1.8 million population, and would 
include Atlantic City, which is a real 
revenue plum now that casino gambling 
is legal there. 

The arguments in Jersey are familiar. 
South Jersey is largely seashore and 
agricultural, and is oriented toward 
Philadelphia; residents in South Jersey 
long have been suspicious of its state 
government in Trenton, in the north, con- 
tending it is controlled by urban and in- 
dustrial interests more closely allied with 
New York. 

Similar concerns emerge from time to 
time in California, too, with a split bet- 
ween Northern California interests, cen- 
tered on San Francisco and Sacramento, 
versus Southern California interests, 
lined up more with Los Angeles and San 
Diego. en 

What will happen in South Jersey is 
anyone’s guess. But it’s clear Michigan 


will have to get on the ball if part of Mich- - 


igan is to become the 51st state. South 
Jersey may get there ahead of 
Superior...or Columbia might be there fir- 
st.

The Jurkovich’s have no 
foster children now, but they 
hope to have another baby when 
their schedule p&rmits, most 
likely in April of next year. 

Mrs. Jurkovich credits the 
Dept. of Social Services with 
handling pre-adoptive infants 
and parents with great care. 
Her family has added to that 
care by keeping a scrapbook of 
each infant on their own in ad- 
dition to one the DSS maintains, 
and recently were able to send a 
photograph, taken when one, of 
their children was 11 days old, 
to the adoptive parents. 

Mrs. Jurkovich calls the 
plight of a foster child a delicate 
thing, physically and 
emotionally. ‘Infants need to 
be fed, held and loved, and not 
necessarily in that order,” she 
is quoted as saying. She con- 
tinued, “the pay is low, the 
hours long and, having had only 
seven children in the past 11 
years, it is not exactly steady 
employment.” 

The article concludes by 
telling of the love the pre-adop- 
tive children have been given in 
the Jurkovich home.

ORDINANCE 2-80 
COUNTY OF CRAWFORD 
An ordinance to provide for control of installation procedures for 
mobile homes within the County of Crawford and to repeal any or- 
dinance or parts of county ordinances in conflict herewith. 


PREAMBLE 


It is hereby determined by the Board of Commissioners, of the 
County of Crawford, that in the public safety and welfare of the 
inhabitants of the County, an Ordinance be established to provide 
guidelines for the minimum requirements for installation of Mobile 
Homes within the Counties jurisdictional authority for construction 
atandards. 

Section I-Name 

This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Crawford County 
Mobile Home Ordinance. 

Section II-Purpose 

The purpose of this ordinance is to establish minimum standards 
for the installation of mobile homes within the County jurisdiction. 
Standards which exceed these minimums may be utilized at the discre- 
tion of the individual mobile home owner. 

Section II]-Definitions 

(a) “Anchoring equipment” means straps, cables, turnbuckles, 
chaina, including tension devices, or other securing devices which are 


y used with ties to secure a mobile home to ground anchors. 
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(b) “Anchoring system’ means a combination of ties, anchoring 
equipment, and ground anchors, that will, when properly installed, 
resist movement of an implaced mobile home caused by wind forces. 

(c) ‘Cap’ means a solid concrete block, solid wood block, or solid 
ateel plate which is placed on top of the pillar covering the width and 
length of the pillar. 

{d} “Foundation’’ means the base upon which a mobile home rests. 

(e) “Ground anchor” means any device designed to transfer the 
mobile home anchoring load to the ground. 

(f) Installation’ means the process of mounting the mobile home 
on a foundation. It includes the initial acts of jacking up the mobile 
home, leveling, and connecting utilities, and the attachments of skirt- 
ing, expandos, cabanas, carports, any device relating to barrier free 
design, and other fixtures to the mobile home pursuant to a signed 
work order. 

(g) Pillar’ meana the portion of the mobile home support system 
between the platform and the mobile home frame, exclusive of caps and 
shima, 

(h} “Platform” meana a 16-inch by 16-inch by 4-inch solid concrete 
block that is placed directly on the ground and serves as the foundation 
of « pillar. As an alternative, 28-inch by 16-inch by 4-inch solid concrete 
blocks may be used aa platforms if the joint between the blocks is 
parallel to the steel I-beam frame. 

{i} “Shim’’ means a wooden wedge with a l-inch maximum 
thickness and not less than 4 inches wide and 6 inches long which, when 
driven in tightly in pairs between the cap and the mobile home frame, 
acts as a lending and stabilizing device, 

(j) “Tie’’ means straps, cables, or a securing device used to connect 
a mobile home to ground anchors. 

Section J V-Installation 

(a) Pillars shall be installed directly under each main frame beam. If 
the distance between the main frame beams does not conform to the 
pad or pillars that are permanently installed on the mobile home site, 
cross beams shall be used. These cross beams may be of steel, or 
pressure-treated wood which resists decay, and has an imposed load 
capacity of 3,000 pounds per square foot (PSF), The cross beams shall 
sxtend a minimum of 6 inches beyond each main frame beam, but shall 
not extend beyond the sides of the mobile home, A wood beam shall not 
rest on the ground but shall reat on the cap. If the cross beam interferes 
with a utility to the mobile home, the cross beam placement may be 
between blocks. [f a cross beam is used between blocks, it shall be a 
minimum of 6 inches by 8 inches. 

(b) Pillars shalt be placed on 10-foot centers along the length of each 
main frame beam, but may be placed at leas than 10 feet centers. If the 
pillars interfere with the axle area, they may be placed to a maximum of 
13 feet centers, but the pillar placement shall not be less in number 
than if placed on 10 foot centers, | oo: 

{c) The pillara nearest each end of the mobile home shall be within 3 

ither end. 
cae grass and organic material shall be removed and the pillar or 
platform shalt be placed on stable ground, — 

(d) Pillars shall be constructed of solid concrete, cored concrete 
blocks unless other cored concrete blocks are supplied by the con- 
sumer, or a heavy metal screw column which bears on both frame and 
foundation or other acceptable design and construction meeting mobile 


i tandards. ; 
saa Fy ren block pillars shall be constructed of regular 8 inch by 8 


inch by 16 inch blocks and placed on the pillar platform. The blocks 
ahall be placed with the open cells vertical and the blocking of the pillar 
ahall be single tiered. A cap shall be placed on top of the pillar. A wood 
plate 1 inch by 8 inches by 16 inches or 2 inches by 8 inches by 16 in- 
ches may be placed on top of the cap for leveling. Shims may be fitted 
and driven tight between the wood plate or cap and the mainframe and 
shall not take up more than Linchofverticalheight, 

- (g) Pillars shall be installed perpendicular to the main frame of the 
mobile home. 

(3) Solid concrete pillars may be of cone or pyramid design with a 
minimum 16 inch base tapered to @ minimum 9 inch top. Shimming 
shall be the same as for the concrete block pillar, 

(4) All pillars shall have a minimum imposed load capacity of 3,000 

unds. es 

(5) If the manufacturer's recommended installation specifications 
exceed the minimum specifications stated in these rules, the manu- 
facturer's specifications shall in all cases be complied with. 

(6) Mobjle homes may be installed on a basement or crawl space- 
type foundation, provided the foundation complies with local building 
codes and ordinances, and meets the manufacturer's specifications for 
pillar placement and imposed load capacity. 

Section V-Installation; systems compatibility 

All components used in the installation of a mobile home, such as 
platforms and pillers, shall be uniform in construction and shall be 
compatible with any existing system that may be installed on the 
mobile home site. 

Section VI-Utility hookups 

Allutility hookups to a mobile home shall be in compliance with the 
following minimum standards: 

(a) Water. Each mobile home shall be connected to the service 
outlet by semi-ridged tubing, such as copper tubing or approved plastic 
piping. The minimum size shall be 1/2-inch inside diameter or 6/8-inch 
outside diameter. An easily accessible hand-manipulated shutoff valve 
shall be installed on the water supply inlet to the mobile home. A water 
supply protection device, such ag a heat tape, UL or similarly listed, 
shall be installed at the time the mobile home ia installed on site to pre- 
vent the freezing of service lines, valves, and riser pipes. The starting 
point of the protection device, excluding the plug-in cord, shall be at- 


; tached J inch beyond the underside and shall completely cover the full 
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length of the piping to include the water service riser. The riser shall be 
insulated and covered to prevent loss of heat. The wrapping or 
spiralling of the protection device shall comply with the manufac- 
turer’s specification. If an extension cord is used, it shall be UL or 
similarly listed and shall be approved for exterior use. 

(b) Mobile home fuel supply systems shall be as follows: 

(i) Furnaces, hot water heaters, appliances, or any item of equip: 
ment which uses gas shall be fully compatible with the type of gas 
used. An easily accessible, approved hand shutoff valve controlling the 
flow of gas to the entire gas piping system shall be installed as close as 
possible to the service meter or supply connnection ef the lquified 
petroleum gas container. Approved piping with a minimum 1/2 inch-in- 
ch inside diameter or 6/8-inch outside diameter shall be used for any 
gas line. After appliances are connected, the piping system shall be 
tested to not less than 10 inches nor more than 14 inches of water 
column (1/2 PSI), and the appliance connections shall be tested for 
leakage with soapy water or bubble solution. 

(ii) A mobile home fuel supply system other than gas shall comply 
with state and local codes and ordinances, but at a minimum, shall 
comply with the standards contained in paragraph 4.3.1 to 4.3.4, 
national fire protection association number 601B, 1974. 


{c} Sewer, At a minimum, schedule 30 plastic pipe with a minimum 
3-inch diameter shall be used from the mobile home outlet to the site 
sewer service line. The sewer line shall be supported at not less than 4- 
foot intervals. Plumber’s strapping shall be used for support where 
possible. All joints shall be sealed to preclude leaks. There shall be an 
approved seal at the sewer riser. All plumbing shall be installed pur- 
suant to local codes, 

(d) The electrical supply line from the service line to the mobile 
home shall be completed in a safe and workmanlike manner. Where the 
calculated load is more than 50 amperes or where a permanent feeder is 
used, the supply shall be connected by a person who is licensed under 
Act No, 217 of the Public Acts of 1956, as amended, being 338.881 et 
seq. of the Michigan Compiled Laws. 

Section VII-Skirting 

(1) Skirting is considered to be an integral part of the mobile home 
and therefore must be installed coincidentally with the installation 
process. 

{2) Mobite home skirting shall be vented. Louvered or similar vents 
shall be at a minimum of 600 sqare inches per 1000 square feet of living 
apace, A minimum of | vent shall be placed at the front and rear of the 
mobile home and 2 to each exposed side, An access panel of sufficient 
size to allow full access to utility hook ups located beneath the mobile 
home shall be installed. All skirting shall be manufactured of fire-resis- 
tant material and certified as such by the manufacturer, 

(3) Skirting shall be installed in a manner so as to resist damage 
under normal weather conditions to include, but not limited to, damage 
caused by freezing and frost, wind, snow, and rain. 

Section VIEI-Anchoring Systems 

(1) Anchoring of mobite homes is not required by this ordinance but 
is highly recommended. . 

(2) In the event a ground anchoring aystem is utilized, the system 
must be of a type approved by the State of Michigan Mobile Home 
Commission as provided for in their published rules. 

Section IX-Safety 

(1) Each mobile home must be equipped with at least one (1) fire ex- 


tinguisher with a minimum 2A-10-B-C rating and approved by a ~ 


nationally recognized independent test laboratory. It shall also be 
equipped with at least one (1) smoke detector approved by a nationally 
approved independent testing laboratory. 

Section X-General Information ; 

(1) Prior to installation, the home owner shall obtain zoning and 
building permits as required by the Crawford County Zoning Ordinan- 
ce and the State Construction Code adopted by this jurisdiction. 
Sanitary, well, plumbing, and electrical permits are as required by the 
District Health Department and other State agencies. 

Section XI-Saving Clause 

(1) The provisions of this ordinance are hereby declared to be 
severable and if any clause, sentence, word, section, or provision is 
declared void or unenforceable, for any reason, by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, the remaining portions of said ordinance shall remain in 
force. 

The Director is to send copies of this ordinance to each township & 
the city in the County.
